• Entering upon your great office in 
Mav, IMW, you will, on the 1st of next 
December, have served upon this bench 
for a period of 34 years and 7 m onths— 
a term longer than th at of any member 
OI the court since its creation, aud 
throughout a period of special im port­ 
ance in the history of the country, oc­ 
cupied with as grave public questions 
as have ever confronted th at tribunal 
for decision. 
“I congratulate you, therefore, most 
heartily upon a service of sucii excep­ 
tional duration, fidelity and distinction. 
Nor can I overlook the fact th at yon re­ 
ceived your commission from Abraham 
Lincoln, and, graciously spared by a 
kind providence, have survived all the 
members of the court of his appoint­ 
ment. 
"Upon your retirement both the 
bench and toe country will sustain a 
great loss, but the high character and 
ereat ability of your work will live and 
long be remembered, not omv by your 
colleagues, but by your grateful fellow 
countrymen.”

"Having been elected a mem ber of 
the supreme court of California. I as­ 
sumed that office Oct. I, 1857, holding 
it for live years, seven m onths and five 
hays. the latter part of the tim e being 
chief justice. 
"On March IO, 1863, I was comm is­ 
sioned by President Lincoln a justice 
of the supreme court of the U nited 
clares, taking the oath of office on the 
12th day of the following May. 
"W hen my resignation takes effect 
joy period of service on this bench will 
’ ' ve exceeded that ot any of mv prede* 
'ors. while my entire judicial life 


popular institutions and dem onstrates 
th at the people of these U nited States 
are capable of self-government. 
"A s I look back over the more than a 
third of a century th at I have sat on 
this bench, I am more and more im ­ 
pressed w ith im m easurable importance 
of this court. 
Now and then we hear 
it spoken of as an aristocratic feature 
of a republican governm ent. 
Rut it is 
the most dem ocratic of all. 
Senators 
represent their states and representa­ 
tives their constituents, but this court 
stands for the whole country, and as 
such it is truly “ of the people, by the 
people, and for the people.” 
It has in ­ 
deed no power to legislate. 
It cannot 
appropriate a dollar of money. 
It car­ 
ries neither the purse nor the sword. 
B ut it possesses the power of declaring 
the law and in that is found the safe­ 
guard which keeps the whole m ighty 
fabric of governm ent from rushing to 
destruction. 
This negative power, the 
power of resistance is the only safety 
of a popular governm ent.”

N ew Y ork, Oct. 15.—Carl Decker, 
one of the rescuers of Evaugelina Ces­ 
sio y Cisneros from the Casa de Recoji* 
das.

He was m et dow’ii the l»ay by a num ber 
of newspaper moi. and said : 
“ I was commissi m od to go to Cuba 
and deliver Senorita Cossio y Cisneros 
from the filthy Recojidas prison. 
I 
started from New York Aug. 28 deter­ 
mined to free the woman, though I did 
not see my way clear as to the plan to 
bo adopted. 
A fter reaching H avana 
m any plans suggested them selves to 
me, but each one proved im practicable. 
I tried to bribe the jailor or alcalde, 
but he w anted $16,000 for the job and 
positive assurances th at he and his fam ­ 
ily m old get to the U nited States. This 
was too rich a proposition for me ” . 
Mr. Decker repeated the story of the 
rescue from the jail, as already told in 
these dispatches, and 
then 
related 
w hat happened after the girl was out 
of the prison. She w’as driven in a car- 
oiage to a friend’s house, and, later, 
was taken to another friend’s house, 
where she stayed until Saturday after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Decker then said : 
“To reach the steam er for New York 
she w as obliged to walk down Obispo 
street, the principl thoroughfare of 
Havana, at a tim e when the street was 
crowded, and yet take her tim e and 
smoke a cigar. 
She had a passport 
nuder an assum ed name. 
She walked 
dow n from the house, clad as a rancher, 
and my companion and I followed. 
She sauntered along leisurely aud once 
in a while turned about to see if we 
were following. 
We u otioned her to 
go on. 
She grexv m ote confident as 
she w ent along, but we could see that 
she was under a strain. She got on tho 
launch and wre waited, and when the 
luunch returned froui the vessel and 
she was not on it we knew th at the 
scheme had worked like a charm . 
“ The day after the jailbreak the tow n 
was astir over the escape of Senorita 
Cosio y Cisneros, a house to house 
search was begun and would have been 
kept up had uot a telegram from Minis­ 
ter Du pay De Lome at W ashington in­ 
formed W eyier that, the girl was on the 
high seas and expected any day in New 
York. 
Then W eyier was 
mad. 
He 
threw the jailer, Jose (Quintana, into 
jail, whereupon the jailor told about 
my attem pting to bribe him.

Lome placed suspicion on me.

it out th at I was going to take a steam er 
for Mexico. 
“ My passport was made o at in the 
name of Carl Decker.

the Panam a Sunday night and ran the 
gauntlet I m ust get my passport vized 
aud stam ped w ith the seal of the secre­ 
tary of the captain general. 
I knew 
th at my passport woald never be signed 
and I learned th at an order for my ar­ 
rest was determ ined on and that I was 
to be arrested at 5 o’clock Monday 
morning.

Pro fesso r Starr w’as so ught o ut at the 
address given aud pleaded guilty to the 
insertio n o f the “ ad. ” He was no t dis­ 
po sed to divulge any o f his plan« , but 
was mo re pro ne to discuss the recent 
rise in wheat. 
“ I am waiting fo r develo pments,” 
he said, “ aud until I get so me answ'ers 
fro m tho se fo r who m 1 have advertised 
I have really no thing to tell yo u. 
I ad­ 
m it that I am after peo ple who have 
physio lo gical peculiarities as indicatcid 
in the advertisement ” 
“ Have yo u no t designs o f a scientific 
nature o u six fingered peo ple?” was 
asked. 
“ If I sho uld tell yo u that, I might 
give away the who le sto ry,” he replied. 
“ That might be the case, o r the o ther 
alternative might be that I am getting 
ready to start a circus. ” 
The pro fesso r laughed heartily at 
this suggestio n aud excused himself 
fro m further go ing iuto the subject. 
As an aftertho ught he as.sured the 
interviewer that the o bject be bad in 
view was in every way legitimate, aud 
he ho ped that the census o f the six fin­ 
gered perso ns wo uld be large, aud that 
they w’o uld respo nd witho ut reserve. 
The pro fesso r’s assistants aud pupils 
were also curio us to kno w the impo rt 
o f the “ ad. ” The unanimo us o pinio n 
amo ng them was that the anthro po lo ­ 
gist was o n the ro ad to an impo rtant 
disco very, aud he had called the news­ 
papers to his aid. 
One suggested that no thing had inter­

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W om en o f rn C ertain C lass Put to W ork 
on th e Streets. 
An innovation in police circles has 
recently been m ade by the officials of 
Jackson, M iss., which is nothing more 
or less than the establishm ent of a fe­ 
m ale chain gang. 
The city is full to 
overflowing with negro women who 
never think of strikin g a lick of work 
or of earning an honest penny. 
It is 
to such that the police have determined 
to devote some of their energies, and 
the consequence is that a dozen or more 
are now engaged in working on the 
streets under the direction of a special 
officer. 
They are given the lightest of wdkk 
possible, and so far have only been em ­ 
ployed in cutting down grass aud weeds 
and cleaning out the gutters in the resi­ 
dence portion of the city. 
The experi­ 
ment has been noted by most of the 
papers of the state, w ith recommenda­ 
tions to their local governments to try 
the scheme, so that tho probability is 
that in a short tim e the m ajority of 
cities and larger tow as w ill have what 
Jackson calls her fem ale chain gaDg.—

It w ill be

Professor Starr was sought out at the 
address given aud pleaded guilty to the 
insertion of the “ ad. ” He w as not d is­ 
posed to divulge any of his p la n * but 
w as more prone to discuss the recent 
rise in wheat. 
“ I ain w aiting for developm ents,” 
he said, “ and until I get some answers 
from those for whom I have advertised 
I have really nothing to tell you. 
I ad­ 
mit. that I am after people who have 
physiological peculiarities as indicated 
in the advertisem ent. ” 
“ H ave you not designs of a scientific 
nature on six fingered people?” w as 
asked. 
“ If I should tell you that, I m ight 
give aw ay the whole sto ry ,” he replied.

Tho meal finished, the diner arranges 
him self com fortably iii an arm ch air; it 
m ay belie lights a pipe or cigar, tukesup 
a newspaper and prepares to m ake the 
m ost of the restful conditions of bis 
m ind and body. B ut n ature'soon begins 
to assert ber sway. 
In tim e the eyelids 
close, the head begins to nod, the new s­ 
paper falls from the hands, the pipe, no 
longer supported in the mouth, falls to 
the floor, and the sym ptom s of a uap 
are complete. 
Whether tho w inks be 40 
or IOO in number, the result is tho sam e 
— a short, sound sleep. 
Then comes the question, Is it harm ­ 
ful thus to fall asleep after a m eal? By 
no means, for the very obvious reason 
that the process is merely a physiolog­ 
ical one, and as such, when it occurs, is 
quite natural. 
When digestion is in 
progress, nature has arranged that all 
the available blood in the body shall bo 
collected in aud about the digestive or­ 
gans. Consequently the blood supply to 
the brain falls to a low ebb, aud thus 
sleep is easily induced. 
On the other 
hand, of course, physiologically, it is 
wrong for brain work to be attem pted 
im m ediately after a solid m eal.— M ed­ 
ical Press.

Fe ant o f M odern Tim es. 
M ax von Binger, who served as “ a 
page at the Berlin court” upon the oc­ 
casion of the doable royal w edding in 
1871, graph ically describes the cerem o­ 
ny Hud attendant festivities in The L a ­ 
dies’ Homo Journal. “ At*11 o ’elock on 
the m orning of the 18th of February, 
1877,” he w rites, “ the d ay of the w ed­ 
ding, we found ourselves posted again 
en espalier down the White iud I. A s the 
royul procession entered the chapel ad ­ 
joining a m agnificent chorus intoned 
one of M endelssohn’s superb psalm s. 
The illustrious group ranged them selves 
be fore the altar, and Dr. Kogel, court 
chaplain, began the im pressive ceremo­ 
ny. 
As the wedding rings were ex­ 
changed heavy artillery boomed forth 
the k in g’s salute of IGI guns. The roy­ 
al fam ilies exchanged congratulations, 
and the cortege returned again to the 
White hall for a short reception, and at 
6 o ’clock we were summoned again for 
the great w edding banquet. 
U nques­ 
tionably this banquet w as the m ost 
unique of modern times. 
“ C orers for IOO persons were laid on 
tables arranged iii the form of a horse­ 
shoe in the H all of K nights. None but 
those of princely blood w as to sit at 
tin s*' tables. 
Tin* m ost noble aud d is­ 
tin guish *^ vassals of th** emperor were 
to serve their royal m aster and his 
guests. The Count von W 
and m y­ 
self were detailed to Leopold, king of 
Belgium . 
However, we were but links 
in a chain of notables along which the 
viands were passed to his m ajesty. N ext 
the king and im m ediately back of Ii is 
chair stood the com m ander of an entiro 
arm y corps; 
next, in the rear stood a 
court cham berlain, to whom we handed 
th*4 various dishes. 
He in turn passed 
them to the general, who personally* 
served K in g Leopold. 
The emperor, 
W illiam I, w as served by the most pow­ 
erful nobles of the empire. 
Count von 
Stolb* rg-W em igerode, grand master of 
the hunt, curved the gam e; Prince von 
Pleas, lh** grand cup bearer, filled his 
im perial m ajesty’s crystal goblet with 
the rarest w ines of the ‘ V a ter I and. ’ 
But, curiously enough, none of the re­ 
cipients of this rem arkable homage 
seemed at ease, with the exception of 
H. Ii. H. the Prince of W ales, who w as 
evidently much interested iii the G rand 
Duchess of Baden, tile* lady on his l ight. 
They alone talked and laughed in an 
unconstrained manner. 
The w edding 
ball follow ed this rem arkable banquet. ”

It has been decided that the Mon­ 
golian pheasants which were sent here 
by the state will not be released this 
y ear, but will be kept until next spring, 
when they w ill be much better able to 
fight the battle of life. 
To release them now would mean 
that they would be killed before the sea­ 
son is over, since hunters are unac­ 
quainted with them. 
The female bird resembles our native 
pheasant very much, with this differ­ 
ence—our native pheasant has fantail, 
wiiile the Mongolian pheasant’s tail is 
bobbed more like our (juail. 
The cock 
bird is long-legged, and resembles the 
pit game rooster very much in build. 
He is a speckled bird, with full plu­ 
m a ge; long flag in the tail, very much 
like the game rooster. 
The sides of his 
head are very red, and looks very much 
as though there might have been a piece 
of red leather pasted on each side of the 
head, and he also has a white ring 
around his neck. Another very marked 
difference between the two birds is 
that, w’hile the native pheasant makes 
a great deal of noise, the Mongolian 
makes very little, not even so much as 
our quail.

The cock 
bird is long-legged, and resembles the 
pit game rooster very much in build 
He is a speckled bird, with full plu­ 
mage ; long flag in the tail, very much 
like the game rooster. 
The sides of his 
head are very red, and looks very much 
as though there m ight have been a piece 
of red leather pasted on each side of the 
head, and he also has a wThite ring 
around his neck. Another very marked 
difference between the two birds is 
that, wffiile the native pheasant makes 
a great deal of noise, the Mongolian 
makes very little, not even so much as 
our quail.
